photographs may be treated as unclassified. 


2. Photographs 2 and 4 are purported to be of Chinese Commmist troops about 
to go into combat in the Dien Bien Phu campaign in the spring of 195}. 


3. Translations of the legends written in Vietnamese on the backs of the 
photographs are as follows: 


Photograph 1: Two units of Battalions 64 and 66 of Regiment 304 ~ to protect 
the capital ~ are marching in Hanoi on 28 March 1955 in order 
to protest against American imperialist preparations for an 
atomic war. 

Photograph 2: Artillery Unit No. 127 of the Chinese Volunteerst Ammy takes 
oath on 28 February 1954 when receiving the mission of going 
te Vietnam to assist in the Dien Bien Phu campaign. 

Photograph 3: A woman guerilla unit for the defense of the capital marches 
on 28 March 1955 in Hanoi in order to protest vehemently 
against American imperialist preparations for an atomic war. 

Photograph 4: A wnit of the Chinese Volunteers' Army proceeds to attack 
Independence Hill (Dien Bien Phu). 

Photograph 5: A unit of the regular “Independence” Corps of the Vietnam
